To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale  qualified  to 
vote  on  Town  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall,  on  Tues- 
day, the  10th  day  of  March,  1953,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, to  act  on  the  following  subjects : 

Article  1.     To  elect  all  necessary  town  officers. 

Article  1A.  To  see  if  the  provisions  of  Chapter  171-A  of 
the  Revised  Laws  relative  to  playing  games  of  beano  shall  be 
adopted  in  this  town. 

(Polls  are  open  on  Articles  1,  1A  from  9 :00  A.  M.  to 
6:00  P.M.) 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  and 
adopt  the  report  of  the  Selectmen,  auditors  and  other  town 
officers. 

Article  3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  payment  of  ordinary  town 
charges,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  fire  department,  for  high- 
ways, and  for  all  other  necessary  expenses  arising  within  the 
town. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  voters  will  authorize  the  Select- 
men and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  a  sum  or  sums  not  ex- 
ceeding in  the  aggregate  $50,000.00  in  anticipation  of  the  col- 
lection of  taxes  for  the  current  municipal  year,  and  to  issue 
in  the  name  and  on  the  credit  of  the  Town  negotiable  notes 
therefor,  said  notes  to  be  repaid  during  the  current  mu- 
nicipal year  from  taxes  collected  within  the  current  municipal 
year. 


Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $348.83  to  which  the  State  will  contribute 
$2,565.53  to  be  expended  on  Class  5  roads. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  four  citizens  to  act  as  a  Public  Health 
Nursing  Committee. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00)  for 
the  observance  of  the  town 's  bicentennial,  or  act  in  any  manner 
thereon. 

Article  8.  To  see  what  action  the  town  wishes  to  take 
as  to  the  disposition  of  the  old  fire  station. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  as  a  gift  from 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walter  Waterbury,  a  tract  of  land  on  which  to 
erect  a  stone  monument  indicating  the  site  of  Fort  Hinsdale, 
or  act  in  any  manner  thereon. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate $2,414.00  to  pay  for  the  truck  purchased  for  the  High- 
way Department. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $648.13  to  pay  the  balance  due  on  the  Prospect 
Street  Sewer,  or  act  in  any  manner  thereon. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  not  to  exceed  $4,000.00  to  install  a  new  heating  boiler 
in  the  Town  Hall,  or  to  act  in  any  manner  thereon. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Water 
Commissioners  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  installing  a 
gravel  packed  well  in  North  Hinsdale  for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
plementing the  present  water  system  and  for  supplying  water 
to  North  Hinsdale  residents,  or  act  in  any  manner  thereon.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  AUDITORS 


The  record  books  of  the  various  Town  Departments,  as 
listed  below,  have  been  audited  as  of  the  close  of  business,  De- 
cember 31,  1952.  "We  have  verified,  to  the  best  of  our  ability, 
the  totals  reported,  and  believe  that  they  are  accurate  repre- 
sentations of  the  financial  status  of  these  Departments. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Tax  Commis- 
sion of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  we  have  sent  confirma- 
tions of  unpaid  property  taxes  to  all  parties  listed  on  the  books 
of  the  Tax  Collector  on  Dec.  31,  1952.  In  addition  some  con- 
firmations have  been  sent  in  connection  with  unpaid  poll  and 
head  taxes.  As  of  January  31,  1953  we  have  not  received  any 
advice  that  would  indicate  an  irregularity  in  these  lists.  This 
procedure  is  recommended  as  a  protection  for  the  Collector  as 
well  as  for  persons  whose  names  appear  on  his  lists. 

The  various  bonds,  held  in  safe  keeping-,  by  the  Trustees 
of  Trust  Funds,  at  the  Keene  National  Bank,  Keene,  New 
Hampshire,  were  inspected.  These  bonds  agree  in  full  with  the 
register  maintained  hy  the  Trustees,  both  as  to  amounts,  prin- 
cipal maturity  date  and  numbers.  The  savings  bank  books 
were  also  checked  and  found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  lists 
of  the  Trustees. 

May  we  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Treasurers  of 
the  various  departments  for  their  interest  and  cooperation  dur- 
ing the  audits.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
HINSDALE  PLAYGROUND  COMMITTEE 


The  Playground  and  buildings  were  put  in  first  class 
condition  early  in  the  spring  for  the  coming  year.  Necessary 
repairs  and  painting  were  done. 

Mr.  Joseph  Doucette  was  rehired  as  caretaker  for  the 
year,  but  had  to  have  assistance  in  mowing  the  grounds. 

Early  in  the  season  a  shuffle  board  club  was  formed.  The 
committee  agreed  to  build  a  shelter  on  the  end  of  the  garage 
for  their  equipment  and  also  to  furnish  lights  for  the  courts. 
These  courts  were  used  frequently  during  the  year  by  various 
parties. 

Mr.  Stanley  Peters  was  hired  as  supervisor  for  the  summer 
season  and  Miss  Joan  Sheldon  was  engaged  as  his  assistant. 
This  summer,  sports  and  games  were  stressed  more  than  arts 
and  crafts. 

Before  the  season  was  well  under  way  a  meeting  of  the 
committee  was  held  and  the  following  officers  elected.  Mr. 
Edmond  Bosquet,  Chairman  and  Mr.  Charles  N.  Pardee,  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. Shortly  after  this  meeting  Mr.  Edmond  Bos- 
quet and  Mr.  Theodore  Sikoski  resigned  from  the  committee. 
The  selectmen  of  the  town  appointed  Mr.  Harley  Sheldon  to 
replace  Mr.  Bosquet  and  Mr.  Edward  Dubriske  to  replace  Mr. 
Sikoski.  The  committee  at  this  time  wishes  to  thank  Mr.  Bos- 
quet and  Mr.  Sikoski  for  the  time  and  effort  they  have  put  in 
while  serving  on  this  committee. 

A  meeting  of  the  new  committee  was  held  and  Mr.  Robert 
Brandl  was  elected  chairman  and  Mr.  Pardee  re-elected  secre- 
tary-treasurer. 

Several  pieces  of  small  equipment  were  purchased  during 
the  year  and  also  necessary  repairs  on  our  regular  equipment, 
which  is  in  constant  use  all  year  round  with  .the  grammar 
school. 

During  the  year  the  Field  House  was  used  by  various  peo- 
ple and  organizations.  All  equipment  and  the  pool  were  greatly 
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used  outside  of  the  supervised  periods.    Many  parties  and  pic- 
nics were  held. 

The  newly  formed  Little  League  made  use  of  the  small 
diamond  and  are  looking  forward  to  another  season.  We  urge 
all  the  townspeople  to  get  behind  and  help  this  worthwhile 
project.  The  committee  would  also  like  to  see  the  big  diamond 
used  by  a  Town  Team. 

The  grounds  were  also  used  by  the  High  School  for  all  its 
home  games  and  practice. 

The  usual  Nite-Before  Celebration  was  held  with  favorable 
weather.  A  very  large  crowd  attended  this  year's  Midway  and 
Fireworks.  Each  year  this  event  is  growing  larger.  The  net 
proceeds  for  the  night  were  $633.85.  This  money  is  used  for 
new  equipment  on  the  field.  The  Committee  wishes  to  thank 
everyone  who  helped  make  this  such  a  successful  affair.  Those 
who  worked  on  the  various  booths  and  those  who  in  any  way 
materially  assisted. 

We  are  showing  for  the  first  time  an  accounting  of  the 
special  playground  account.  This  is  money  received  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  4th  of  July  celebrations.  This  money  is  used 
for  new  equipment.  Each  year  some  new  pieces  of  equipment 
are  added  to  our  constantly  growing  playground.  This  year 
a  new  popcorn  machine  will  need  to  be  purchased  and  other 
equipment  the  committee  feels  necessary  to  keep  our  play- 
ground growing.  This  coming  year  we  feel  it  is  necessary  to 
purchase  more  park  benches  and  one  or  two  playground  de- 
vices. "We  estimate  these  costs  at  approximately  $700.00.  The 
Committee  feels  it  is  necessary  to  carry  a  balance  of  $500.00  in 
this  account  to  still  be  able  to  purchase  equipment  in  event  of 
a  poor  year. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  install  toilets  in  the 
bathhouse  for  the  1953  season. 

The  section  in  the  south-east  corner  of  the  playground  is 
slowly  being  cleared  off  so  that  in  the  near  future  a  picnic  area 
will  be  established. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  other  town  officers  for  their  co- 
operation and  also  all  other  people  for  their  timely  advice  and 
suggestions. 
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To  the  many  people  who  have  used  the  grounds  we  are 
grateful.  We  feel  that  the  more  the  field  is  used  the  better  it 
is  for  everyone.  The  town  should  be  proud  of  such  a  fine  field 
and  the  many  comments  of  visitors  really  make  this  a  worth 
while  endeavor.  We  are  looking  forward  to  the  200th  Anniver- 
sary most  of  which  will  be  held  at  the  Playground  and  we  feel 
that  man3r  more  visitors  will  be  further  impressed  by  what  the 
Town  of  Hinsdale  has  done  and  is  doing  for  the  young  people. 

The  committee  would  appreciate  more  suggestions  from 
the  townspeople  as  to  equipment  they  would  like  to  see  and 
use  on  the  Playground.

REPORT  OF  THE 
WATER  AND  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 


During  the  past  year  two  major  improvements  have  been 
made,  which  we  feel,  will  assist  in  providing  better  opera- 
tions and  decrease  future  maintenance  charges.  First  the  Gunite 
Company  of  New  Hampshire  was  hired  to  make  extensive 
repairs  to  the  inner  and  outer  walls  of  the  cement  storage 
tanks  that  are  part  of  the  Plant.  This  work,  costing  $1,298.00, 
consisted  of  resealing  several  cracks  that  had  started  to  en- 
large and  inasmuch  as  the  entire  surfaces  were  covered  added 
protection  against  such  cracking  for  some  time  in  the  future. 
The  second  improvement  was  the  installation,  by  the  Bristol 
Co.,  of  two  sets  of  gauges  and  meters.  One  gauge,  located  at 
the  Filter  plant  gives  continual  indication  of  the  height  of  wa- 
ter in  the  standpipe.  This  is  a  contrast  to  the  previous  gauge 
which  merely  showed  pressure  from  which  the  amount  of  wa- 
ter had  to  be  computed.  The  other  gauge,  located  in  the 
Water  Dept.  office  is  a  continual  chart  of  the  height  of  water 
in  the  standpipe,  on  a  24  hour  basis.  The  latter  therefore  pro- 
rides  the  Superintendent  and  the  Commissioners  with  avail- 
able charts  for  determining  the  proper  times  for  operation  of 
the  fillers. 
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We  have  recently  completed  a  study  of  the  amounts  of 
water  supplied  to  our  users  and,  in  answer  to  some  questions, 
present  the  following  figures  to  show  why  the  amount  of  wa- 
ter used  cannot,  under  our  present  charge  system,  be  related 
to  the  rents  received.

A  quick  study  of  these  figures  will  easily  explain  why  it 
was  necessary  for  us  to  operate  the  plant  for  16  hours  a  day 
for  almost  three  weeks  during  last  July.  It  finally  became 
necessary  for  us  to  publish  a  notice  asking  for  your  co- 
operation in  the  use  of  excessive  amounts  of  water  and  we  are 
pleased  to  report  that  within  a  week  after  the  notice  was 
published  the  operation  hours  were  reduced  to  a  more  normal 
time  of  10  hours. 

In  conformance  with  our  agreement  of  last  year,  we  have 
not  received  any  payment  from  the  Town  on  Hydrant  rentals 
and  have  also  paid  the  interest  due  on  outstanding  Water 
Bonds   amounting   to  $587.50.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
THE  WATER  AND  SEWER  DEPARTMENT 


Once  again,  the  activities  of  the  beavers  at  Kilburn  Pond 
and  in  the  waters  between  the  dam  and  the  Filter  Plant  take 
first  place  in  my  report.  However,  this  year  the  State  Dept. 
of  Health  and  the  Fish  and  Game  Dept.  have  been  of  con- 
siderable assistance.  They  have  done  quite  a  bit  of  trapping 
and  the  condition  is  not  as  bad  as  it  has  been  in  previous 
years.  Nevertheless,  it  has  been  necessary  for  us  to  blow  out 
some  dams  but  we  have  not  had  the  bother  of  previous  years. 
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The  installation  of  the  new  gauge  and  meter  have  been  a 
big  help  in  determining  the  best  hours  to  operate  the  plant  and 
I  agree  with  the  Commissioners  that  they  are  an  asset  to  our 
operations. 

The  new  Prospect  St.  sewer  line  has  eliminated  the  trou- 
ble we  have*  had  at  the  old  septic  tank  and  I  feel  that  we  will 
notice  the  difference  during  next  summer  and  future  summers. 

Our  new  method  of  sending  out  water  and  sewer  bills  is 
working  out  very  well.  The  time  required  is  much  less  than 
under  the  old  system  and  in  addition  we  have  altered  our 
recording  system  so  that  it  simplifies  our  bookkeeping. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to 
the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  for  their  cooperation  during 
the  year.

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  special  Town  Meeting 
held  last  June,  work  on  this  project  was  started  early  in  August.

The  following  is  my  report  for  the  Hinsdale  Nursing  Ser- 
vice for  the  past  two  years.  The  by-laws  were  revised  and 
posted  in  town  and  North  Hinsdale.  An  inventory  was  taken 
and  the  Service  now  has  to  offer  the  use  of  all  bed-side  equip- 
ment, tables,  crutches,  wheel-chairs,  hospital  bed,  etc.  to  the 
residents  of  the  town  at  a  nominal  fee.  The  nurse  started  a 
monthly  Well  Child  Clinic  and  we  feel  more  use  of  this  service 
could  be  made.  In  July  1951,  the  Red  Cross  room  was  cleaned 
and  painted.  At  this  time  a  new  steel  cabinet  was  purchased  in 
which  to   keep   the  health  records.    The  nurse's   car  was  re- 
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lettered,  simonized  and  new  seat  covers  put  on.  In  March  1952, 
Dr.  Houpis  of  Brattleboro  started  a  children's  clinic  to  be  held 
every  two  weeks.  The  services  of  the  Red  Cross  room,  equip- 
ment and  nurse  were  offered.  Members  of  the  Nursing  Service 
acted  as  volunteers  to  transport  patients.  This  clinic  has  been 
and  still  is  being  conducted  without  cost  to  the  town.  In  Oc- 
tober 1952,  letters  were  printed  giving  information  about  the 
service  and  mailed  to  every  family  in  town.  The  nurse  has 
conducted  sight  and  hearing  tests  for  the  entire  school  system 
and  reports  of  any  defects  have  been  sent  to  the  parents.  Miss 
Churchill  gave  care  to  599  school  children  last  year  and  spends 
approximately  50%  of  her  time  doing  school  work.  The  need 
for  a  Dental  Clinic  is  great  but  we  have  been  unable  to  con- 
tact any  dentist  who  can  do  this.  The  State  will  contribute 
an  equal  amount  of  money  to  that  raised  by  the  town  for  such 
a  clinic.  We  are  faced  with  the  loss  of  income  for  nursing 
service  from  the  John  Hancock  and  Metropolitan  Insurance 
Companies  and  from  the  local  Red  Cross  chapter  which  paid 
half  of  the  rent,  light  and  telephone.  This  loss  of  income  must 
be  met  in  some  way  by  the  town.  The  service  has  discontinued 
the  use  of  a  substitute  nurse  in  the  summer  "by  order  of  the 
Selectmen.  The  following  is  the  estimated  budget  for  the 
year  1953 :

The  total  number  of  field  visits  were  1,672,  office  visits 
473,  cases  admitted  323,  and  discharged  458. 

On  March  1,  1952  the  first  Well  Child  Clinic  was  held  in 
the  Community  Room  with  Dr.  John  Houpis  of  Brattleboro  as 
examining  physician.  There  were  12  more  clinics  held  in  the 
Red  Cross  Room  during  the  year.  There  were  36  children  in 
all  who  attended  these  clinics.  Of  these  8  received  their  3  in  1 
immunization  .shots,  5  received  boosters  and  4  received  vac- 
cinations. Other  children  had  not  received  all  three  of  their 
series  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

On  July  22nd,  an  X-ray  mobile  unit,  provided  by  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Department  of  Health,  took  chest  X-rays  of 
people  who  had  been  previously  signed  up  by  canvassers  and 
many  who  had  not  previously  signed  up  for  this.  This  unit  also 
did  the  local  industries  as  well,  and  many  people  took  ad- 
vantage of  this  opportunity. 

My  report  of  school  activity  follows. 

There  were  207  days  when  children  received  attention. 

On  these  days  the  number  seen  at  the  school  or  in  the  Red 

Cross  Room  were  5,065.   The  number  of  home  visits  were  265.

The  rest  of  the  elementary  school  children  were  examined 
for  ringworm  of  the  scalp,  and  regular  inspections  were  made 
for  pediculosis. 

Children  or  school  personnel  attended  5  tuberculosis  clinics 
and  4  orthopedic  clinics  in  Keene. 

In  April  259  children  and  teachers  received  the  patch  test 
for  tuberculosis.  All  those  who  showed  a  positive  reaction, 
had  chest  X-rays  taken. 

Also  in  April  a  talk  was  given  to  the  biology  class. 

In  May  some  of  the  classes  in  the  elementary  school  had 
contests  on  the  care  of  teeth  and  general  cleanliness.  Charts 
and  model  sets  of  teeth  were  furnished  by  the  Bristol-Myers 
Co.  During  the  month  two  movies  on  the  care  of  teeth  were 
shown  to  all  of  the  classes. 

.  The  annual  physical  examination  of  the  school  children 
was  done  after  the  opening  of  school  by  Dr.  Edmond  LaChaine. 
The  following  defects  were  found. 

Enlarged  or  diseased  tonsils  24 

Poor  teeth,  many  of  them  permanent  teeth  150 

(a  slight  improvement  over  last  year) 

Underweight  (mostly  high  school  students)  8 

Overweight  15 

A  Massachusetts  Vision  Testing  Machine  was  purchased 
this  year  by  the  schools.  This  machine  was  used  to  test  all  the 
pupils  this  year  with  the  exception  of  the  kindergarten  pupils. 
This  is  a  great  improvement  over  the  old  system.    There  were 
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100  children  found  with  defective  vision,  some  with  only  slight 
defects. 

About  25  pupils  had  not  been  vaccinated  at  the  beginning 
of  the  school  year.  The  last  two  years  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Department  of  Health  has  extended  the  date  until  De- 
cember 1st,  because  of  the  prevalence  of  polio  in  the  summer 
and  early  fall  months.  It  is  hoped  that  the  parents  of  school 
children  going  this  next  year  will  have  their  children  vaccinated 
in  the  spring  so  that  it  will  be  done  when  they  enter  school 
in  the  fall. 

On  September  10th  a  school  nurses  meeting  was  attended 
in  Concord.  An  explanation  was  made  of  the  various  school 
forms  and  a  demonstration  was  given  of  the  Massachusetts 
Vision  Testing  Machine  and  the  audiometer.

There  has  been  a  big  increase  in  circulation  due  to  so  many 
more  children  in  the  lower  grades  who  use  the  library.  We 
are  able  to  purchase  enough  books  to  take  care  of  these  chil- 
dren with  the  interest  from  the  Amidon  Fund.  We  should  al- 
ways be  grateful  for  what  this  thoughtful  and  kind  person  did 
for  the  Hinsdale  Public  Library,  as  well  as  others  who  left 
trust  funds. 
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The  librarian  attended  an  American  Library  Association 
meeting  in  New  York  City  this  year  where  librarians  from  all 
over  the  world  met,  Also  two  Connecticut  Valley  meetings,  at 
one  of  which  she  was  accompanied  by  Miss  Merritt,  a  library 
trustee. 

"Our  children  can't  read,"  by  Roy  Larsen  of  Times,  Inc., 
who  investigated  conditions  and  found  that  children  are  read- 
ing one  grade  higher  at  the  same  age,  than  they  did  thirty  years 
ago.  This  is  true  of  children  in  Hinsdale,  who,  in  many  in- 
stances, are  two  grades  more  advanced. 

It  has  been  brought  to  our  attention  that  a  few  children 
spend  money  given  by  parents  for  library  fines  as  they  are 
almost  never  charged  full,  amounts.  Fines  and  restrictions  are 
used  only  when  privileges  are  abused. 

In  the  past  year  the  New  Hampshire  bookmobile  has  called 
a  number  of  times  and  we  appreciate  this  service  and  the  help- 
fulness of  Mr.  Charles  D.  Maurer,  Jr.,  who  is  in  charge. 

We  hope  that  the  library  will  be  redecorated  before  the 
200th  celebration  as  it  should  be  open  at  that  time  to  serve  as  a 
meeting  place  for  visitors. 

One  meeting  was  held  with  the  school  board  and  selectmen 
to  arrange  hours  for  basketball  practice.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
LUNCH  PROGRAM 


The  school  lunch  program  was  operated  for  the  third  year. 
Only  type  "A"  lunches  were  served. 

The  community  of  Hinsdale  is  fortunate  to  have  the  serv- 
ices of  Mrs.  Doris  Foster  and  Mrs.  Roman  Tkaczyk  as  cafeteria 
personnel.  Mrs.  Foster  heads  the  cafeteria  and  is  responsible 
for  all  planning,  buying  and  other  details  involved  in  the  lunch 
program.  Mrs.  Tkaczyk  assists  very  ably. 

The  records  of  the  program  are  kept  by  the  principal  of 
the  Elementary  School. 

Throughout  the  year  well  balanced,  appetizing  and  filling 
meals  were  served  to  approximately  170  children  each  day. 
Another  10  meals  per  day  were  served  to  the  teachers  of  the 
building.  Both  pupils  and  teachers  receive  the  same  meal.  So 
called  "seconds"  were  available  to  those  desiring  more  than 
that  received  in  the  first  serving  . 

Approximately  two  thirds  of  the  school  enrollment  avail 
themselves  of  the  hot  lunch  program.  I  would  like  to  encourage 
those  who  do  not  take  advantage  of  the  lunch  program  to  do 
so.  Recent  nation-wide  studies  of  the  benefits  of  a  hot,  balanced 
school  lunch  are  very  convincing  evidence  of  their  worth. 

During  the  past  year  government  surplus  food  shipments 
were  curtailed  and  this  coupled  with  increased  food  costs  is 
reflected  in  the  financial  summary. 

At  the  holiday  seasons.  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas,  a 
complete  turkey  dinner  was  served  by  the  program.  Another 
special  event,  worth  noting,  was  the  buffet  style  picnic  lunch 
served  on  the  playground  area  which  closed  our  program  for 
the  year. 
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The  program  purchases  as  much  as  possible  direct  from 
wholesale  grocery  houses  feeling  that  in  turn  it  will  be  able  to 
serve  more,  better  and  a  greater  variety  of  foods  because  of 
the  lower  costs  of  wholesale  buying. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  lunch  program  to  show  a  profit, 
rather,  it  is  to  provide  each  participant  with  the  most  possible 
for  the  least  amount  of  money. 

During  the  year  some  new  equipment  was  purchased  by 
the  lunch  program.  The  equipment  purchased  included  a  safe, 
table  with  a  Formica  top  for  kitchen  use,  cash  boxes  for  teacher 
use,  and  freezer  supplies. 

The  Hinsdale  School  District  had  a  new  three  compart- 
ment dish  washer  sink  installed  in  the  cafeteria  kitchen.  This 
was  in  keeping  with  the  recommendations  of  the  State  De- 
partment of  Helath. 

During  the  spring  of  1952  Miss  Ruth  Cutter,  State  Super- 
visor of  Hot  Lunch  Programs,  assured  me  that  this  is  one  of 
the  finest  programs  operating  in  the  state. 

I  believe  that  this  is  a  good  time  to  review  the  aims  and 
purposes  of  the  school  lunch  program.  Outstanding  in  its  aims 
and  purposes  are  the  following : 

1.  To  increase  the  health  of  the  participant. 

2.  To  provide  the  participant  with  a  well  balanced  diet. 

3.  To  introduce  new  and  interesting  foods  and  eating 
experiences. 

4.  To  give  training  and  social  experiences  with  other 
people.

HIGH  SCHOOL 


December  31,  1952 
To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  herewith  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  principal  of 
the  high  school. 

Each  school  year,  representatives  from  various  colleges 
discuss  with  pupils  the  offerings  in  courses  at  their  respective 
institutions.  This  year  representatives  from  colleges  have 
stressed  the  opportunities  in  specialized  fields,  college  activi- 
ties, and  the  opportunities  in  terminal,  pre-profession  and  ex- 
ploratory courses.  College  personnel  who  visited  and  talked 
with  members  of  our  school  discussed  vocations  in  business, 
nursing,  technical,  trade  and  teacher  training  colleges. 

The  Open-House  Night  was  observed  during  National  Edu- 
cation Week.  Parents  and  friends  visited  school  and  observed 
classes  in  session  during  the  evening. 

The  civics  class  supervised  an  election  on  national  election 
day  in  which  all  pupils  of  the  school  voted.  The  election  was 
conducted  similarly  to  election  procedures  held  in  the  town 
hall. 
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The  school  was  visited  by  the  usual  state  Board  of  Edu- 
cation personnel  which  included  the  following:  the  Director 
of  Secondary  School  Services;  the  Director  of  Occupational 
Information  and  Guidance ;  the  Supervisor  of  Home  Economics 
Teachers ;  the  Supervisor  of  Industrial  Arts  Teachers ;  and  the 
Supervisor  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation.  The  executive  secre- 
tary of  the  State  Educators  Association  also  visited  our 
school. 

The  music  department  presented  its  Christmas  Concert  to 
a  capacity  audience,  and  the  Spring  Concert  to  a  very  re- 
ceptive group  of  concert  goers.  Some  members  of  the  school 
participated  in  the  All-State  chorus  and  others  took  part  in 
the  All-State  band  concert  in  Rochester,  New  Hampshire.  The 
band  and  chorus  were  part  of  the  South-Western  Music  Festi- 
val at  Laconia,  New  Hampshire.  An  instrument  rental  fee  for 
school  owned  instruments  is  in  effect  to  defray  instrumental 
repair  expenses. 

The  sports  program  remains  mostly  unchanged  with  our 
school  winning  a  major  part  of  its  games  in  most  of  the  sports. 
Last  September  a  soccer  ball  clinic  was  held  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Border  League  Schools  who  were  contemplating  a  change 
in  the  boys'  fall  games.  The  boys  from  all  the  schools  partici- 
pated in  the  clinic  demonstration.  At  a  meeting  which  followed 
soon  after  the  clinic,  soccer  ball  was  adopted  as  the  fall  league 
sport. 

The  Seniors,  Juniors,  and  Freshmen  presented  plays  as 
usual.  The  Senior  play,  "Good-bye  My  Fancy,"  was  very  well 
received.  The  Freshmen- Junior  3  one-act  plays  were  very 
successful.  The  plays  were  entitled,  ' '  Wildcat  Willie, "  "  Sister 
Sue,"  and  "Squaring  it  with  the  Boss." 

A  number  of  educational  films  were  shown  during  the 
year.  Three  movies  based  on  great  English  novels  were  shown 
to  the  pupils  in  the  upper  four  grades.  A  series  of  movies  which 
stressed  safety  on  the  highways  were  shown  to  all  grades.  The 
film  titles  were :  Night  Driving,  Drinking  and  Driving,  Irritat- 
ing Driving,  Highway  Driving  and  Driving  and  the  Law. 

Tests  were  administered  to  senior  pupils  who  did  not  plan 
to  attend  college.  A  state  employment  agent,  whose  office  is  in 
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Keene,  gave  the  tests.  Tests  in  achievement  were  given  to  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  and  mental  ability  tests  were  given 
to  the  eighth,  tenth,  and  twelfth  grades. 

Two  state  wide  essay  awards  were  made  to  members  of 
our  school  this  year.  One  pupil  in  the  senior  class  won  the 
first  place  History  Award  by  writing  an  essay  sponsored  by 
Governor  Adams.  The  winner  received  a  check  and  a  compli- 
mentary letter  from  our  state  governor.  A  junior  class  mem- 
ber won  a  three  days  visiting  trip  to  New  York  City,  with  all 
expenses  paid  by  the  Silver  Brothers  of  Manchester.  The  trip 
was  won  by  writing  an  essay  on  "What  America  Means  to  Me, 
a  High  School  Student." 

In  the  interest  of  health  many  tests  were  administered. 
All  pupils  received  their  physicals  by  Doctor  LaChaine  who 
was  assisted  by  the  district  nurse.  Pupils  interested  in  sports 
were  checked  for  blood  pressure.  The  nurse  checked  the  hear- 
ing and  the  eyes  of  all  pupils.  The  eye  test  was  made  with  the 
Massachusetts  Eye  Testing  Machine.  The  T.  B.  patch  test  was 
also  given  to  all  pupils. 

The  Ashuelot  Valley  Educators'  Association  came  into 
existence  this  school  year.  It  is  a  local  teachers  association 
whose  membership  is  opened  to  all  teachers  and  supervisors  in 
the  towns  of  Hinsdale,  Winchester,  Swanzey  and  Richmond. 
At  present  a  minimum  of  4  meetings  are  to  be  held  each 
year.  The  purpose  of  the  organization  is  to  promote  within 
the  teaching  group  the  highest  type  of  professional  practices; 
to  encourage  active  participation  of  all  teachers  in  the  solu- 
tion of  school  problems;  to  urge  every  member  of  the  profes- 
sion to  be  a  progressive  student  of  education ;  to  aid  in  secur- 
ing and  maintaining  adequate  salaries,  tenure,  sound  retire- 
ment system,  and  such  other  improvements  in  conditions  as 
will  enable  teachers  to  function  properly  as  a  vital  factor  in 
educational  progress;  to  aid  in  interpreting  to  the  public  the 
problems,  the  functions,  and  the  steady  progress  of  the  public 
schools. 

The  present  trend  of  American  education  is  to  encourage 
all  students  to  remain  in  high  school  until  graduation,  pro- 
vided that  the  student  himself  is  willing  to   accept  the  re- 
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sponsibilities  of  high  school  citizenship   which  include   good 
conduct  and  a  reasonable  effort  to  do  assigned  work. 

The  philosophy  of  this  trend  is  that  pupils  learn  through 
association  with  their  fellow  schoolmates  and  become  better 
citizens  because  of  this  association.  Through  the  medium  of 
association,  the  pupils  are  able  to  gain  much  adjustment  to 
social  living  if  they  do  not  lose  contact  with  persons  their  own 
age.  Pupils  who  are  discharged  from  school  because  they  are 
intellectually  unable  to  do  high  school  work  feel  unwanted 
and  insecure.  Educators  know  that  students  should  remain  in 
school  as  long  as  good  standards  of  conduct  and  effort  are 
met. 

Our  school  has  upheld  this  philosophy  for  many  years,  and 
individual  students  are  not  required  to  meet  rigid  and  in- 
flexible class  standards  in  order  to  pass  a  course  or  graduate. 
This  should  not  be  construed  to  mean,  however,  that  the  di- 
ploma may  be  awarded  haphazardly  to  students  who  make 
little  or  no  effort  to  earn  the  same. 

It  will  become  apparent  from  the  above,  that  the  signifi- 
cance of  the  diploma  has  changed  considerably,  but  never  to 
the  degree  of  being  merely  an  attendance  certificate.  The  real 
importance  of  the  diploma  is  not  in  itself,  but  rather  in  the 
scholastic  and  citizenship  records  which  the  bearer  has  made 
for  himself  in  high  school.  The  real  value  of  the  diploma  lies 
in  the  records  which  are  permanently  retained  at  the  school 
and  forwarded  to  all  interested  employers  and  institutions 
of  higher  learning. 

Some  of  the  areas  in  which  our  school  is  limited  include : 
driver  training,  physical  education,  and  a  physical  school  plant 
to  meet  the  needs  of  our  boys  and  girls. 

The  classes  sponsored  the  usual  ways  and  means  of 
earning  money  for  their  class  funds.  The  following  are  the 
balances  of  the  various  funds  on  deposit  at  the  bank  in  Win- 
chester, December  19th :

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hinsdale : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  sixth  annual  report. 
Teachers :  The  largest  turnover  in  recent  years  took  place 
in  our  personnel  as  schools  reopened  in  September. 

High  School:  Mrs.  Mabel  V.  Holmes  was  elected  to  the 
English  and  language  position  vacated  by  Mrs.  Gertrude  B. 
Stearns.  Mrs.  Holmes  is  a  graduate  of  Colby  College  and  has 
had  graduate  study  at  Middlebury  College.  Mrs.  Stearns  re- 
signed to  accept  a  similar  position  in  Peterboro,  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

Miss  Julia  J.  Booras,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  Col- 
lege, was  elected  to  the  Home  Economics  position.  Miss 
Dorothy  M.  Thompson  resigned  to  be  married. 

The  Mathematics  and  Science  position  was  filled  by  the 
election  of  Mr.  Edwin  D.  Barlow.  Mr.  Barlow  holds  the 
Bachelor's  degree  from  Holy  Cross  College  and  the  Master's 
degree  from  Harvard  University.  He  replaced  Mr.  Stanley  W. 
Peters  who  resigned  to  accept  a  similar  position  in  Concord, 
New  Hampshire. 

Elementary  School:  During  the  illness  of  Mrs.  Mary  D. 
Kerylow,  Mrs.  Bessie  Hanrahan,  a  Keene  Teachers  College 
graduate,  taught  grade  two  for  the  balance  of  last  year.  Be- 
ginning in  September  and  following  Mrs.  Kerylow 's  untimely 
death,  Mrs.  J.  Powers  was  assigned  to  the  second  position. 

Miss  Kathryn  G.  Driscoll,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teach- 
ers College,  was  elected  to  replace  Miss  Ruth  Dexter  who  re- 
signed to  enter  business.  Miss  Driscoll  teaches  grades  three  and 
four. 

Mrs.  Shirlej'  I.  Houle  is  teaching  grades  one  and  two.  Mrs. 
Houle  is  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College. 

Because  of  the  large  fifth  and  sixth  grade  classes,  Mrs. 
Mary  C.  Simonds  was  added  to  our  elementary  school  staff. 
Mrs.  Simonds  is  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers  College. 
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Buildings  and  Grounds:  According  to  the  plans  of  the 
school  board  as  mentioned  in  last  year's  report,  Room  1  in  the 
high  school  was  completely  reconditioned.  The  floor  has  been 
resurfaced  and  the  walls  painted  in  pastel  buff  and  blue.  Mov- 
able desk  and  chair  units  were  installed  in  this  room  similar 
to  those  in  the  new  elementary  school  .These  units  are  highly 
recommended  by  leading  school  authorities  for  a  modern  edu- 
cational program  because  of  their  flexibility  and  adaptability. 

Room  2  in  the  high  school  was  also  redecorated.  A  side- 
jet  drinking  fountain,  a  type  recommended  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Health,  was  installed  on  the  second  floor. 

On  the  exterior,  a  new  wire  fence  was  erected.  The  stone 
wall  at  the  rear  of  the  play  area  was  removed  and  the  bank 
was  graded.  The  walk  leading  to  the  front  entrance  was  re- 
surfaced. These  were  all  major  improvements  from  a  safety 
point  of  view. 

At  the  elementary  school,  the  spare  room  on  the  ground 
floor  was  completed  as  a  classroom.  A  celotex  ceiling  was  built, 
asphalt  tile  laid  for  the  floor,  chalk  boards  and  tack  boards  in- 
stalled and  new  light  fixtures  provided.  This  room  was  also 
outfitted  with  the  necessary  equipment.  An  attractive  room  is 
the  result  which  is  being  used  for  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade 
combined  class. 

The  lavatories  were  repainted.  A  dishwasher  has  been  in- 
stalled in  the  kitchen.  Then  entrance  driveway  was  widened  to 
eliminate  the  travel  of  trucks  and  buses  over  the  grassed  area.

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As  was  mentioned  in  last  j^ear's  report,  it  is  impossible  to 
predict  accurately  just  what  the  enrollments  will  be  in  the 
future.  To  reiterate,  families  move  in  and  out  of  town  and  the 
figures  will  change  from  year  to  year.  However,  by  project- 
ing the  numbers  of  pre-school  children  now  shown  on  the  census 
cards  on  the  grade  table  printed  above,  at  least  an  indication 
of  future  enrollments  may  be  secured.  Since  not  all  children 
of  kindergarten  age  are  in  attendance,  the  present  enrollment 
of  42  is  used  as  an  arbitrary  figure  in  the  following  table  ex- 
cept for  the  years  1953-54  and  1956-57  when  37  and  36  seem 
to  be  the  maximum  numbers,  respectively.

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The  above  figures  are  purely  approximations.  The  high 
school  figures,  in  particular,  are  higher  than  they  probably  will 
be.  They  assume  that  no  pupils  will  leave  school  before  grad- 
uation and  this  is  not  likely  to  be  the  case. 

However,  the  figures  will  serve  the  purpose  of  providing 
an  indication  of  enrollment  trends  for  the  town  of  Hinsdale. 
They  are  valuable  in  presenting  a  picture  which  will  aid  in 
future  planning. 

Our  elementary  school  is  adequate  for  the  years  ahead. 
The  high  school,  however,  will  have  its  problems.  The  present 
structure  must  be  maintained  in  good  repair  and  plans  made 
to  meet  the  expected  increase  in  enrollments. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
teachers,  pupils  and  parents,  the  School  Board  and  the  patrons 
of  our  schools  for  their  cooperation.

Caleb  How  be  constable  and  collector 
of  said  town. 

Surveyors:  Voted  that  Joseph  Stebbins,  Junr.  and  Sergt.  Thomas 
B.  Taylor  be  surveyors  of  highways. 

Fence  Viewers:  Voted  that  Capt.  Orlando  Bridgman  and  Peter 
Evans  be  fence  viewers. 

Tything:  Voted  that  Peter  Evans  be  tythingman  for  said  town. 

Field  Driver:  Voted  that  Aaron  Cooper  be  field  driver. 

Hog  Reave:  Voted  that  Daniel  Shattuck,  Junr.  by  hog  reave. 

Voted  that  the  sum  of  Thirteen  pounds,  six  shillings  and  eight 
pence,  Silver  at  6/8  per  ounce  be  levyed  on  the  Rateable  Poles  and 
Estates  of  the  Inhabitants  and  Proprietors  of  said  town  in  order  to 
defray  the  charge  of  preaching  for  the  future  and  the  Assessors  are 
hereby  directed  to  assess  the  same. 

Voted  that  Ebenezer  Hindsdale  and  Josiah  Willard,  esq.  Capt. 
Orlando  Bridgman,  Sergt.  Caleb  How  and  Joseph  Stebbins,  Junr.  be 
and  hereby  are  appointed  a  committee  to  Lott  out  the  Publick  Lotts 
required  to  be  laid  out  in  said  town  by  charter. 

Voted  that  the  necessary  charge  of  surveying  said  Lands  be 
defrayed  by  said  town  and  the  assessors  are  hereby  directed  to  assess 
the  same  with  the  beforementioned  Thirteen  Pounds,  Six  shillings 
and  Eight  pence.
